It is with no small share of mortification that 
I have to complain of the course of the Ameri- 
can Anti-Slavery Standard. Were it dead and 
decently buried 1 would not disturb its ashes,as 
then it could dono harm. But it is now neith- 
er cold nor hot. If the Herald of Freedom 
comes to-day with its burning truths upon the 
consciences of professed abolitionists who are 
iN FELLOWSHIP with thieves, murderers and adulter- 
ers—to-morrow comes the Standard with its 
PLASTER to heal the wound. As faras my ob 
servation goes, this is the case. True, there is 
much beauty and excellency in the editorial 
matter of the Standard generally. The New- 
York Letters would grace the best literary pa- 
per in the world ; but that is not in my opinion 
what is wanted in the front ranks of the anti- 
slavery enterprise. There is, if Iam not mis- 
taken, a formidable enemy in the field, and that 
enemy is ensconsced behind a more formidable 
bulwark, the church. Now how shall that ene- 
my be reached unless a breach is made in that 
bulwark? Itcannot bedone. We have nestec- 
ED this city of BLoop—its battlements tower to the 
sky before us, frowning most HORRIBLY as it stands 
studded with guns and bayonets. The Standard 
knows the church to be the bulwark of slavery. 
New-Organization found it out years ago, and 
proved it beyond a doubt; and yet forsooth it 
does not approve of abolitionists coming out 
from it. Why I think it might as well recom. 
mend them to engage in slaveholding, and done 
with it; for certainly it can be no worse to hold 
slaves than it is to compose a part of that which 
supports and protects the system, ‘The latter is 
a disguised enemy to the slave, while the for- 
mer is undisguised. 

Now, in view of the great amount of money 
required to sustain the Standard, and of the de- 
pressed state of the Liberator (judging by the 
circular recently sent out) I reconimend the So- 
ciety at its next anniversary, to discontinue the 
Standard and transfer its patronage to the Lib. 
erator. If churchmember abolitionists want a 
paper to encourage them in their pro-slavery in- 
fluence, and sing them to sleep, let them get one 
of theirown. Anti-slavery has got something 
todo. It wants a leader that willsay COME — 
never fear, our enemies will hold the check 
reins taut. The Liberator is sufficiently conser. 
vative for any direct anti-slavery effort. Let 
whatever falls below that standard find a place 
in the political, religious or literary papers of 
the day. Abolitionisis must never countenance 
a blind attachment to their society as sectarians 
do to their sects.

Because the Saviour of the world put to si- 
lence those who a¢cused him of breaking ‘the 
Sabbath, by appealing to their own conduct in 
relieving animals from distress, this doctrine of 
‘works of necessity and mercy”’ has been rep- 
resented as of divine origin.

THE SABBATH DAY. | 

As there has been much said and done both| 
in the religious and political world, on the sub-| 
ject of the Sabbath, and much unpleasant feel,| 
ing excited, I think a proper and scriptural un. 
derstanding of the subject should be had, to sez 
aside party overhearing, and to present the sub- 
ject in its true light to the mind of the christian 
public, that he that regards a day may regard it 
to the Lord, and not from fear, blind zeal, or any 
other motive not consistent with pure christian 
principle ; and that those who piously ad vocate| 
a Sabbath, and accuse others of Sabbath-break- 
ing, as they term it, may see that in so doing 
they condemn themselves, because they themselves 
commit the same or the like crimes. 

Christians are either bound to observe the 
Sabbath day, or they are not. If they are, let 
us sec What the nature of that observance is, 
which was prescribed for the Sabbath day. The 
law reads thus: ‘“‘ Remember the Sabbath day to 
keep it holy. Siz days shalt thou labor and do all 
thy work ; but the seventh day is the Sabbath of 
the Lord thy God: in it thou shalt not do any work, 
thou, nor thy son, nor thy daughter, thy man ser- 





vant nor thy maid-servant, nor thy cattle, nor the 
stranger that is within thy gatcs. For in siz days 
the Lord made heaven and earth, the sca and ail 
that in them is, and rested the seventh day ; 
fore the Lord blessed the scventh day and hallowed 
it.’ Exod. 20: 8—1£. You will observe that 
in this command God positively prohibits all 
manner of work or labor on this day. Son, 
daughter, servant, cattle, stranger, are com- 
manded to be exempted from all manner of 
work. In examining the particular precepts 
originating from this law, recorded in the Old

Cost of War tothe United States. 
War and fighting is another expensive 


truth founded in the established nature and 
tendency of things, that a faithful eompli-

against war, robbery, and oppression. The 
sword is one of God’s four sore judgments, 
by which he punishes wicked nations, but 
not righteous ones.

150,000 American officers and soldiers have 
fallen in battle since 1775, or in conse. 
quence of wounds and hardships in the field’ 
and navy (which I conclude is a low esti- 
mate,) and been cut off from an average of 
20 years of active life, during which their 
services might have been worth to their 
families and friends 48 cents each working 
day, over the expenses of their own living

tion for the annual drafts of war, scores of 


years past, upon our pecuniary interests, 
even in a time of peace.
